WASHINGTON. April 22.—In line 
with Resident Roosevelt’s assertion 
that the United States "was keep­ 
ing out of the wars in Europe and 
Asia” 
Democratic 
leaders 
gave 
<\ery indication today of making 
administration foreign policy a key 
point in their political campaign- 
ing. 
* 
Mr Roosevelt touched on world 
relations in a radio speech S atur­ 
day night to : oung Democrats’ ral­ 
lies, in which he called for nomi­ 
nation by his party of "a liberal 
pair of candidates, running on a 
liberal and forward-looking plat­ 
form.'’ 
Names No Candidates 
The President gave no hint, how­ 
ever, as to what candidates might 
urn his support in the event he 
dots net run for a third term. 
His discussion of foreign affairs 
included the statem ent: 
‘We are keeping out of the wars 
but I do not subscribe to (he preach­ 
ment of a Republican aspirant for 
the presidency who tells you in ef­ 
fect that the United States should 
do nothing to try to bring about a 
better order of world peace when 
the time comes.” 
Politicians here expressed the be­ 
lief that the ‘‘Republican aspirant" 
to whom he referred was Tnomas 
E. Dewey 
New York district at­ 
torney. 
Senator Bv roes (D., S. C.) picked 
up the President’s viewpoint in a 
statement issued through th e Demo­ 
cratic national committee. He said 
that; Dewey had ‘‘one foreign policy 
for the Atlantic seaboard and an­ 
other for the middle west.” 
“Ignorance,” Says Schwellenbach 
Senator Schwellenbach (D., Wash.) 
told a West Virginia rally th a t the 
New Yorker’s speeches ‘‘indicate a 
sublime ignorance of any of the 
fundamentals of foreign policy.” 
Then, Postmaster G eneral Farley 
told a Boston audience last night 
that the record of the Roosevelt 
administration in keeping the nation 
out of war was a "remarkably out­ 
standing" one. 
Farley, who has announced his 
unreserved candidacy for the Demo­ 
cratic pi cadential nom ination, has

Congress Not Expected to 
Go Much Under Presi­ 
dent’s Estimate 


WASHINGTON, April 2 2 - Influ­ 
ential lawmakers predicted today

about $7,870,000,000 at this session, 
resulting in Utile, if any, savings 
under President Roosevelt’s budget 
estim ates 
Although the President to’d Hu­ 
rt porters last week th at it seemed 
likely congress might 
cut 
about 
$200,000,000 off the 1941 expendi­ 
tures which he proposed last Ja n ­ 
uary, some senators said this now 
appeared impossible 
As an illustration, they pointed 
to the likelihood that the army and 
navy would ask supplemental funds 
of $100,000,000 or more for defense 
needs which were not considered in 
the original budget An expenditure 
of this nature virtually would wipe 
out the tentative 
reduc’ions 
of 
$118,051,334 which have been marie 
in appropriations bills conoid -red 
so far, 
Staying Within Budget 
Chairm an Harrison ti)-MUS) of 
the senate finance committee com­ 
mented : 
‘‘If we get through 
with

session and stay within the Presi­ 
dent’s original 
budget 
estimates, 
congress will have done a fine job. 
Harrison and

WILL ATTRACT 
FIELD OF 3,1 


Carnival April 26-27 Will 
Be 16th for Track 
(James 


PHILADELPHIA. April 22.- Three 
thousand of the finest track and 
field athletes east of the Mississippi 
river assemble here April 26 and 27 
for the 46th annual running of the 
University of Pennsylvania Relay 
Carnival. 
The tw'o-day extravaganza, with 
its cheering thousands, is a far cry 
from that spring day in 1893 when 
Penn and Princeton met in the 
grandfather of all relay races. Clad 
in short pants and sleeved Jerseys, 
tile teams ran over a slippery track 
marked out on soggy turf. 
A handful of undergraduates wit­ 
nessed that first race, which Prince­ 
ton won, and tile idea caught on 
immediately. Two years later Penn 
officials had induced eight colleges 
to enter teams. Races all were over 
the mile route, with only two teams 
in each event. 
"Strong Races" Run 
The Doily Pennsylvanian, 
stu­ 
dent publication, reported that "all 
.teams ran st long races and some 
wine very close.” 
The first relays attracted Har­ 
vard, Corneal, Columbia. Lafayette, 
La high, C. C N. Y., Rutgers, N. Y. 
U„ and Swarthmore. Now there are 
more than 70 events during the 
two days of competition, attracting 
more than 3,000 athletes from 500 
colleges, prep and high schools. 
Every year recently has seen some 
new team emerge as the most out­ 
standing of the meet. Pittsburgh’s 
Golden Panthers walked off with 
most of the laurels last year, win­ 
ning four relay events, the quarter- 
milc. dJstimce-medley, sprint-med­ 
ley and half-mile. Penn, the spon­ 
sor and once a power in intercol­ 
legiate track and field competition, 
meanwhile failed to win a major 
title. Prior to the 1939 meet, great 
teams from the University of Indi­ 
ana and from little North Texas 
Teachers' college had held the spot­ 
light. 
Florida to Send Entries 
Early entrants for the carnival 
Include Florida, with several relay 
teams and a number of special 
event competitors. Olympic Cham- j 
pion Ralph Metcalf, coach of Xavier 
college, New Orleans, will bring two 
sprint teams north. 
New York City high schools, which 
were barred last year by a state rul­ 
ing there, will compete this year as' 
the ban has been raised by edu­ 
cational authorities.
